Groningen, The Netherlands, July I.

Press).—Fifteen hundred men of the 
British navy in the internment camp 
here are proving their right to the 
name of “handymen” by accommodat­ 
ing themselves with remarkable suc­ 
cess to their change of lot. 
The camp, in the immediate vicin­ 
ity of Groningen, is the most healthy 
and well situated Instrument depot In 
this country, and its

The encampment Is about a mile 
in circumference and is on the sandy 
heather-coted soil usual in this part 
of Holland. 
Four immense huts have 
been erected side by side along the 
Center line. 
Three of them are used 
as dormitories and dining rooms by 
the three battalions of sailors and are 
named after renowned British adm i-1 
rals—Benbow, Drake and Collingwood 
The fourth hut Is church, theatre and I 
recreation hall combined and 
seats | 
about 1,000 men. 
On other parts of 
the ground are the 
adm inistration1 
huts, a capacious gymnasium, w ash-1 
houses, workshops,storerooms, library 
and guard-rooms for the Dutch soldi- j 
ers in charge. 
The spirit and dis- j 
cipllne of the men are very high and 
they show' great willingness to per- * 
form any duty alloted to them by the 
Dutch authorities, with whom they are 
on excellent terms. 
Numbers of the men have entered 
the courses of higher mathematics at j 
Groningen 
University; 
others 
give 
their time to the study of modem 
languages—French, German. Ital’an j 
and Dutch, the last of which is now j 
spoken with more or less facility by 
all the men.

SU M M ER M A N A G E M E N T 


OF T H E P O U L T R Y FLO CK 


(F. W. Kazmeir, A. & M. College of 
Texas.) 
It is Important In summer poultry 
management that the houses be kept 
cool and airy. 
Poultry of all ages 
suffer during the summer. 
Make the 
house nad roosting place cool by op­ 
ening shutters and windows, provid­ 
ing muslin curtains or wooden shut­ 
ters over open front, hinged at the 
top to swing out; and so fastened as 
to ketp out rain and sunshine yet ad­ 
mit plenty of fresh air. 
If possible 
locate the house in the shade of a 
tree. 
Poultry can stand 
less heat 
than huans, hence the importance 
of providing shade and a cool roosting 
place. Keep the house clean and reg­ 
ularly disinfected even though it re­ 
quires extra work. 
On many farms, 
hens stop laying in summer, largely 
because of lack of fresh and 
pure 
drinking water. 
An abundant supply 
of cool, clean water is essential. Re­ 
member an egg is about two-thirds 
water. 
Ktep up the warfare against lice, 
mites and bluebugs. Gather the eggs 
three times a day and market them i 
just as frequently per week. 
Ket-p in 
a cool place. 
Do not tolerate broody hens. 
When dry weather and hot sun has 
dried up most of the grasses, make 
some other provision for green food 
in the form of vegetables. 
Some 
times it is advisable to sow oats, 
wheat or rye. Select those indivduals, 
that on account of age, constitution, 
or other undesirable feature, you plan 
well on a fattening ration, as follows: 
they stop laying, confine them in a 
small, clean, cool pen. 
Feed them 
wtll on a fattening ration, as follows: 
3 pounds milo, Kafir or corn meal, 
I pound wheat middlings (shorts). I 
pound ground oats with 
hulls re­ 
moved, and 9 pounds butter milk or 
sour milk. 
If milk is not available 


the poultry for a longer period thaa 
two weeks. 


Never sell poultry until well fat- 
tend. 
If it does not pay to fatten 
poultry it surely does not pay to grow 
it in the first place, 
Well fattened 
poultry not only weighs more 
but 
brings more per pound. 
Do not sell poultry at so much per 
dozen. 
This is a loose way of doing 
business, seldom satisfactory to the 
producer, although frequently profita­ 
ble to the middleman. 
In marketing 
broilers the above may prove an ex­ 
ception. 
Market all your poultry at 
so much per pound, 
remembering 
that it pays to study your markets. 
If your local dealer does not give sat­ 
isfactory prices, coop them up com­ 
fortably and ship to some reliable 
commission merchant or produce com­ 
pany in the larger cities. 
Do not feed your flock for force 
molt, because this has been found 
unsatisfactory. 
Much better practice 
is to allow your hens to lay when 
they wish sad feed them well at all 
times. 
During the molting season 
they should be fed exceptionally well 
on nutritious foods. 
The growing of 
a new coat of feathers is a hard 
problem for the hen unless she re­ 
ceives good treatm ent and feeding. 
The growing feathers requires a large 
amount of oily and rich in protein 
feeds. 
It is advisable to add a little 
cotton seed meal to their ration and 
more beef scrap and sunflower seed. 


add 5 per cent of beef scraps to the 
ration and moisten with water. Milk 
j in various forms is desirable in the 
fattening of poultry. 
Feed the mix­ 
ture twict daily, all they will clean up, 
( but no more. 
Supplement this with 
charcoal, fresh water, and sufficient 
green food. 
The first few days feed 
sparingly, but toward the end of the 
second week they will eat up clean, 
but no more.

GOOD W A T E R FOR FARM HO M ES. 


Clear, sparkling water is not always 
pure water. 
A refreshing 
draught 
from “the old oaken bucket” may be 
the beginning of a long and possibly 
fatal illness from typhoid fever, dys­ 
entery, cholera or other disease. 
The subject of pure water supplies 
for drinking and cooking purposes 
is discussed in a bulletin just issued 
by the United States Public Health 
Service under the title “Good W ater j 
for Farm Homes." 
The germs of the so-called w ater-1 
borne diseases come from the bodies 
of persons afflicted with those dis­ 
eases. 
I hey db not live long enough ^ 
outside the body and do not originate j 
spontaneously in nature. 
A few dis­ 
eases are communicated from ani­ 
mals to man, but for the most part 
the germs which get into drinking 
w ater and produce disease come only 
from human beings. 
If we keep the 
waste products from the bodies of 
human beings and animals away from 
our water supplies, we keep the water 
free frost disease germs. 
The usual sources of farm water 
supplies are wells, springs and cis­ 
terns. 
Running streams are so sel­ 
dom free from dangerous pollution 
that without purification they cannot 
often be considered safe for domes­ 
tic use. 
The most common form of supply is 
the shallow well, reaching into a lay­ 
er of earth saturated with waler. Few 
of these are fed by flowing streams. 
except in limestone formations, and 
they are really little more than res­ 
ervoirs for “surface water." 
Since 
they drain the surface for a radius 
of sometimes several hundred feet, 
their location 
with 
reference 
to 
stables, out houses and stock pens is 
a m atter of prime importance. Oth­ 
er possible sources of polutlon are a 
leaky or loose well casing, a defee-

R eports of heavy losses as th e re ­ 
sult of the rav ag es of the chin ch bug 
in various sections of th e S ta te have 
reached the A. & M. College. 
W il­ 
m o t Newell. S ta te Entom ologist, with 
h e ad q u a rte rs a t the T ex as E xeprim ent 
Station. A. & M. College, h as issued 
the following sta te m en ts concerning 
the chinch bug: 
“T h e adult chinch bug is about one 
fifth of an inch long, w ith a black 
body. 
Its w hite wings lie folded over 
each o th er on the abdom en, and are 
m ark ed by a sm all black tria n g le on 
th eir outer m argins. 
T h e young bugs 
are yellow ish or brig h t red, m arked 
with brow nish black, becom ing d a rk ­ 
er as they grow older. 
‘‘D uring th e w inter the bugs live 
in clum ps of grass, in the butts, and 
in old shocks of corn, or u n d e r w h at­ 
ever rubbish is available. 
In 
the 
early spring th ey assem ble 
in 
the 
fields of g rass and sm all grain. Soon 
they p air and the fem ales s ta r t to lay 
th eir eggs, each laying 150 to 200. The 
eggs are laid about April I and hatch 
in from seven to ten days. 
As the 
young ones grow th ey do serious dam 
age to corn, grass or sm all grains, 
upon which they feed, to becom e full 
grow n about July I. T h ese adult bugs 
then give rise to a n o th e r generation 
which m atu res about the first of Sep­ 
tem ber.
